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Lebanese Jets Hit At Palestinians 


High Court Hears Case . .. 
Cause Of Indian's 
Death Questioned

A court-appointed attorney for 


two Gordon brothers convicted 
of manslaughter in the death of 
Raymond Yellow Thunder told 
the State Supreme Court 
Thursday that the state has not 
established a casual relationship 
between Yellow Thunder's 
beating by Melvm and Leslie 
Hare and his subsequent death 
six days later 


Terming the beating "a 


drunken prank with no intention 
of hurting "Yellow Thunder, 
Chadron attorney Charles 
Fischer told the court that "a lot 
of things" can happen in six 
days. 


"His death (from a cerebral 


hemorrhage) could've been 
caused by running into a car — 
he was found in one — or by 
falling down or any of these 
things." Fischer said. 


Medical 
testimony. 
Fishcer 


said, is almost conclusive that 
the Hares' beating was not the 
cause of Yellow Thunder's 
death 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Betsey Berger 


cited testimony which indicated 
that there were no new injuries 
to Yellow Thunder when he was 
found dead in a panel truck Feb. 
20. 1972, in Gordon other than 
those inflicted by the Hares. 


"People don't die from invisi- 


ble wounds," Mrs Berger said 


The examining doctor, she 


said, found only the same 
wounds described by three other 
witnesses who saw Yellow 
Thunder after the beating 


In ruling out a natural death, 


Mrs. Berger said the examining 
doctor acknowledged that the

low-heeled boots worn by Leslie 
Hare who was allegedly seen 
"stomping" on Yellow Thunder 
could have caused the cerebral 
hemorrage. 


The time lag between the 


beating at approximately mid- 
night on Feb 12. 1972, and the 
estimated time of death, Feb. 
18.1972. do not make it impossi- 
ble to establish the link, he said 


While the doctor ruled out 


earlier than Feb. 13, Mrs. Berger 
said he could not say precisely 
when death occured after that 
date 


In his arguments for a new 


trial or at least reduced 
sentences for Leslie who was 
sentenced to six years in prison 
and Melvin who received a two- 
year term, Fischer attacked the 
attention focused on the trial by 
the media and the American In- 
dian Movement. 


Yellow Thunder's death 


touched off a series of 
demonstrations by Indians in 
Gordon which attracted national 
attention 


The case got a "lot of 


publicity" which Fischer said he 
did not "see how it couldn't have 
affected them (the jurors.)" 


State law regarding change of 


venue is a "horse-and-buggy" 
statute, Fischer said, since cases 
can only be transferred to a 
neighboring county. The Hare 
trial took place in Box- Butte 
County, only 52 miles from Gor- 
don. 


"It should have been in 


Garden County, because there's 
probably no Indians there," 
Fischer said. He added he would 
like to see a change in venue law 
brought before the Legislature

Prison Facilities Funding Rejected 


. . . Comm/ffee Only OKs Planning, Remodeling

Thursday turned down the 
Judiciary Committee's request 
tor immediate funding for a new 
medium-minimum security 
prison and an adult diagnostic 
and evaluation center 


Instead, the committee 


recommended appropriation ol 
$79.000 in initial planning monev 
tor the two tacilities and $637,- 
IMMI in remodeling funds tor cor- 
rections administrative offices 
and creation ot a juvenile 
diagonstic center. 


The remodeling of a largelv 


unused structure at the Lincoln 
Regional Center would provide 
offices foi the proposed new 
Department ot Corrections, the 
Parole Board and the state 
probation office in addition to a 
juvenile center for 60 offenders. 


The Judiciary Committee had 


requested a $5 9 million ap- 
propriation for construction ot 
a new medium-minimum securi- 
ty prison, replacing the Men's 


Reformatory, and $2 million to 
fund a diagnostic center for 
adult offenders 


In a letter to the committee 


earlier this week. Judiciary 
Chairman Roland Luedtke of 
Lincoln suggested that 
"construction of these facilities 
dare not be delayed even one 
vear." 


The two facilities and new- 


dwelling units at the Peniten- 
tiarv had been recommended for 
immediate construction by the 
state s penal consultants 


The committee latei decided 


to ask funding this year for only 
the two proiects 


"We're not ready," Sen. 


Ramev Whitney of Chappell 
cautioned his colleagues on the 
appropriations unit during dis- 
cussion completing the com- 
mittee's work on its capital con- 
struction budget recommen- 
dations. 


The projects merit further 


study. Sen. Dave Stahmer of 
Omaha said. 


"I don't like to see delays." 


Sen. Harold Simpson of Lincoln 
protested "Every day we delay 
construction of a diagnostic

funds for the 


luvemle diagnostic center and 
administrative offices 


The $637.000 approved for the 


latter project represents first- 
phase funding 


The committee decided to 


reject a three-year funding plan 
in favor ot the single-year $716.- 
000 appropriation 


The recommendations were 


then added to the committee's 
three-year program for $25 
million in other capital construc- 
tion, and the revised budget bill 
(LB256) was torwarded to the 
tloor ot the Unicameral on a un- 
animous vote. 


Fiscal 1973-74 costs ol the total 


package are $15 2 million, com- 
pared to Gov J Jame.s Exon s 
$18 million recommendation 


Some $H million of that total 


would come trom the $30 million 


in tederal revenue sharing funds 
available to the state by the end 
ot the next fiscal vear 


Other tunds would come trom 


obligated cigarette tax revenue, 
tederal funds and cash receipts 


Prior to advancing the bill, the 


committee turned down a 
renewed request for $300,000 in 
remodeling funds tor the 
Chadron State College ad- 
ministration building and $137,- 
500 in state funds to help con- 
struct an all-weather road from 
the Concord experimental farm 
to Highway 9 in northeast 
Nebraska. 


The committee altered a $500.- 


000 land acquisition appropria- 
tion tor the University of 
Nebraska at Omaha to include 
$229.000 tor property acquisition 
and $271.000 for renovation of 
the UNO tieldhou.se.

. . . Clashes Spread 


BEIRUT. Lebanon <AP> — Palestinian guerrilla^ 


fired at Beirut's international airport late Thursday 
night as heavy lighting between the guerrilla.-, and 
government troops raged on 


Lebanese air force jets earlier rocketed and 


strafed guerrilla positions near the airport 


In the second day ot fighting in and around the 


capital, army tanks blasted at guerrillas holed up 
inside apartment houses Reports reaching Beirut 
said the clashes had spread to other parts ot the na- 
tion, near the Israeli border 


Lebanon is a reluctant host to Palestinian 


guerrillas because of Israeli strikes inside its 
territory in retaliation tor Palestinian attacks 


Reliable sources said guerrillas also had begun 


infiltrating into Lebanon from Syria, in response to 
appeals from the guerrilla command in Beirut 


On the political front. Prime Minister ^mm 


Hafez of Lebanon threatened to resign unless there 
were "positive developments or changes 
in the 


current crisis He declined to elaborate 


Sources said President Suleiman Franjieh ot 


Lebanon had been in telephone contact with Yasir 
Arafat, leader ot Al Fatah, the parent guerrilla 
organization 


The Lebanese army command said its losses in 


the two days of action were 14 soldiers killed, one 
missing and 51 wounded Police reported they lost 
three men killed and eight wounded in Thursday's 
fighting The guerrillas said they lost 47 men killed 
and 100 wounded in Wednesday's action but gave 
no casualty figures for the second day of battles 
Civilian casualties were reported by officials as 10 
to 13 killed, all on Wednesday. Civilian casualties 
for the second day were unknown 


Fighting was heavy throughout the day. especial- 


ly around the Camille Chamoun sports stadium 
near the airport 


An American housewife living in an apartment 


house in that area told The Associated Press by 
telephone "We're on the floor Bullets are flying • 
all over the place 
The living room, the kitchen, 


all over the blasted place Every window is broken. 
The guerrillas are surrounding the place. 


Life in Beirut, a Middle East tourist and financial 


center, came to a virtual standstill A 24-hour 
curfew was in effect. Residents watched the battles 
from apartment balconies. 


President Suleiman Franjieh broadcast a state- 


ment saying he would not tolerate a Palestinian 
"occupation army" in Lebanon. 


(Some newspapers in Israel viewed the arrny ac- 


tion as the beginning of a Lebanese government 
move to drive the guerrilla forces out of Lebanon, 
as King Hussein's government in Jordan had done 
in 1970 ) 


T«--n Hawker Hunter planes, guided by hovering 


helicopters, zeroed in on the crowded Bourj al 
Barajneh camp near the airport where the 
guerrillas were entrenched 


As the jets roared in. making 8 to 10 passes, 


guerrillas in Bourj al Barajneh and the nearbv 
Sabra-Shatillas camp opened up with machine-gun 
and antiaircraft fire. 


The airport was closed to commercial traffic. 


Airport employes and passengers took shelter un- 
derground after guerrillas had fired rockets and 
mortars at the transit lounge from across the field. 


Southern Blacks Likelier 
To Succeed In The North 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A new Census 


Bureau study shows that black migrants 
from the South are more likely to be 
economically successful in the North than 
blacks born in the North 


A survey of six Northern cities showed 


that blacks "who are most likely to be 
poor and on welfare are those born and 
raised in the city and living there at the 
time of the 1970 census," the report said 


The study cast doubt on what it said 


was the "widespread" belief that rural 
blacks are attracted from low welfare 
benefit states to major urban cities in the 


North offering higher welfare benefits 


The differences are not great, out they 


are consistent, and it is clear that out-of- 
state-born blacks are less likely to 
become a burden on city welfare systems 
than the in-state born." it said

based on 1970 census information trom 
six cities with at least 500.000 black pop- 
ulation—New York City. Philadelphia.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presidential associates 


H R Haldeman and John D Ehrlichman began 
testifying before the Watergate grand jury 
Thursday Their lawyer said they are confident ot 
acquittal if indicted 


Both men resigned from the White House staff 


Monday after news accounts and other sources 
linked them to an alleged coverup of the Watergate 
wiretapping. Ehrlichman has been tied to two 
other scandals as well, an alleged burglary in the 
Pentagon Papers case and a Lebanese bank deal 
promoted by accused mutual-fund looter Robert L. 
Vesco 


Haldeman. who had been Nixon's chief of staff, 


and Ehrlichman. his chief domestic adviser, spent 
the morning talking with chief prosecutor Earl 
Silbert 


They began giving testimony in the afternoon 


Ehrlirhman went first 
Their lawyer, John J 


Wilson, said neither would claim any protection 
against self-incrimmation 


Wilson was asked by newsmen if his clients fear 


they will be indicted. 


"I don't know about that," he said. "But they 


have no fear of being convicted." 


One of Ehrlichman's former proteges, Egil 


Krogh. was reliably reported to b* 
1 preparing a 


complete statement about his involvement with 
Watergate conspirators E. Howard Hunt and G 
Gordon LMdy, who are alleged to have burglarized 


the office of a psychiatrist treating Daniel Ellsberg. 
defendant in the Pentagon Papers trial 


Krogh, who took sudden leave Wednesday ot his 


$42,500-a-year job as undersecretary of transporta- 
tion, supervised a squad of "plumbers" 
Ehrlichman set up in July 1971 to investigate the 
source of the secret documents The crew included 
Hunt. Liddy and David Young, a staff member of 
the National Security Council who resigned last 
month without announcement or explanation 


A reliable source said Krogh would waive any 


constitutional rights in making his statement, 
which he intends to submit within a few days to 
U S. District Judge Matt Byrne, who is presiding at 
Ellsberg's trial 


In Los Angeles Judge Byrne demanded that 


prosecutors tell him whether Hunt told the 
Watergate grand jury anvthmg about the Ellsberg 
burglary. In a matter of hours, in Washington, U S 
District Judge John J. Sirica ordered transcripts of 
Hunt's testimony sent to Byrne 


Byrne also demanded that the government tell 


him if newspaper reporters' telephones had been 
tapped in connection with the Pentagon Papers in- 
vestigation

—In New York. Matha Mitchell showed up to 


begin giving some pre-trial testimony to lawyers in 
the Democratic party's suit against the 


Republicans for $6 4 million in damages because ot 
Watergate 


—The Washington Evening Star said lawyers for 


John W Dean III. who was fired by Nixon as his 
own official lawyer, have been negotiating with 
federal prosecutors trying to gam immunity trom 
prosecution in return tor Dean's testimony before 
the grand jury and at trial The newspaper said the 
prosecutors are "seriously considering" granting 
immunity. Dean has vowed publicly he won't be a 
"scapegoat" in the affair, and has let it be known 
he will implicate others.

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Laos and Cambodia and through 
pressure or outright attack 
renew its aggression against our 
friends " 


By picking this path. Nixon 


stated. Hanoi "would endanger 
the hard won gains for peace in 
Indochina. It would risk revived 
confrontation with us " 


This was the plainest language 


Nixon has used in dealing with 
North Vietnam since the war 
was supposed to have ended 
more than three months ago 


In his three previous warnings 


the President was more veiled, 
talking in terms of Hanoi lear- 
ning from 
history that his 


statements should not he dis- 
regarded lightly 


Although the I'nited States 


feds the grace period has about 
ended in which violations could 
be excused as the expected after- 
math to n dirty war. Nixon said 
Hanoi still can retrieve the situa- 
tion 


"The 
second course is for 


North Vietnam to pursue its 
objectives peacefully." he said. 
This would mean total obser- 
vance of the Vietnam settle- 
ment, including full accounting 
of missing American servicemen 
and a removal of all North Viet- 
namese troops from Laos and 
Cambodia 


In briefing newsmen on the 


report, presidential adviser 
Henrv A Kissinger indicated a 


very cautious hope that Hanoi 
will pick the second course. 


If one means by real peace in 


Southeast Asia "a consciousness 
of tranquility." Kissinger said, 
"then I would say that day is 
very far off." 


However. Kissinger added 


that in spite of disappointments 
over the poor state of the cease- 
fire "I arrfnot pessimistic about 
the long-term prospect of 
negotiations 
being conducted 


with North Vietnam ... I am 
hopeful the differences can be 
ameliorated if not solved." 


The adviser also said he "is 


not too pessimistic" that 
negotiations can be started 
among the competing groups in 
Cambodia "over a period of 
weeks, perhaps months." 


He based this assessment on a 


judgment that the pro-American 
Lon Nol government has been 
broadened, the anti-Lon Nol fac- 
tions are uniting and that the 
m i l i t a r y situation may be 
stabilizing. 


However. Nixon's statements 


of concern and warning dealt 
with North Vietnam's military- 
presence and activity in In- 
dochina. There was nothing in 
Kissinger's briefing to indicate 
administration optimism about 
an immediate end to that aspect. 


In fact, in a radio broadcast 


made Thursday night to outline 
the report. President Nixon 
repeated his hard line deter- 
m i n a t i o n 
c o n c e r n i n g t h e 


"fragile" situation in Vietnam. 


"We will not turn our back on 


our friends and allies while 
Hanoi makes a mockery of its 
promise to help keep the peace." 
Nixon said 


Nonetheless, the measure of 


the improvement was illustrated 
by the fact that of the 11 pages 
devoted to China, only one 
paragraph dealt with the govern- 


ment the I'nited States officially 
recognized as C h i n a , the 
Nationalist regime on Taiwan. 


And in those 59 words. Nixon 


didn't even use the official title 
of 
t h a t g o v e r n m e n t , 
the 


Republic of China, referring 
only to Taiwan. 


—The United States and the 


Soviet Union have taken the 
"essential first step in freeing" 
themselves from Cold War con- 
frontation. 


This means. Nixon explained, 


that the obstacles are cleared for 
l o n g - t e r m . 
s u b s t a n t i v e 


agreements on limitation of 
offensive nuclear weapons, 
trade, troop cuts in Europe and 
in efforts to solve the Middle 
East conflict. 


This "will take patience, hard 


work and perseverance to 
translate our broad understan- 
dings into concrete 
results," 


Nixon said. 


"If we can do this, the United 


States and the Soviet Union can 
move from coexistance to broad 
cooperation and make an un- 
paralleled contribution to world 
peace "

Wholesale Food,~ Farm 
Prices Dip/ Industrials Up 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Wholesale prices of industrial 
goods rose sharply last month, 
but some farm and food prices 
declined for the first time in six 
months, the Labor Department 
said Thursday. 


Meat prices dropped 2.9 per 


cent in April, presumably reflec- 
ting the nationwide consumer 
meat boycott and the price 
ceilings imposed by President 
Nixon late in March. 


But prices of industrial com- 


modities including raw materials 
and finished 
manufactured 


goods, jumped 1.4 per cent in 
April, the steepest monthly hike 
since the early Korean War Year 
of 1951. 


The industrial prices are cot- 


sidered a better barometer of u- 
flation than volatile food price. 


The over-all Wholesale Pace 


Index rose eight-tenths of one 
per cent, following a recort 2.2 
per cent increase in March The 
rate of advance was considered 
sharp, though not as steej as in 
previous months. 


President Nixon's chief 


economics adviser, Herbert 
Stem, attributed the rise in in- 


dustrial commodities to "the 
strength of the 
worldwide 


boom" and the recent devalua- 
tion of the dollar. 


Stein said the imposition of 


tighter controls on price in- 
creases of major corporations, 
announced 
Wednesday by 


Nixon, "should also slow down 
price increases and in some 
cases may bring about price 
reductions." 


As for wholesale prices of 


farm products, he predicted they 
would continue to fluctuate in 
the coming months but was con- 
fident they had reached their 
peak.

Commission Will Study 
Role Of Catholic Women 


VATICAN CITY /AP) — Pope 


Paul VI named a special com- 
mission Thursday to study, 
among other things, whether 
women should be accepted as 
priests in the Roman Catholic 
Church. Commission members 
range from an American school 
girl to an Italian bishop. 


The Pope's instructions direct 


the commission to investigate 
means of "liberating" women 
both in the Church and in society 
at large. 


The commission comprises 26 


members. 15 of them women, in- 
cluding its youngest member, 
Deborah Schellman. 20. from 
Atlanta, Ga . a sophomore at 
M a r y m o u n t 
College 
in 


Arlington. Va. It is headed by 
Bishop Enrico Bertoletti of Luc- 
ca. Italy. 


A Vatican statement said the 


commission was instructed to 
study what makes women "hap- 


py or unhappy, their aspirations 
and their frustrations." 


The commission is to be in- 


dependent of other Vatican 
bodies and responsible directly 
to the Pope. He gave it power to 
expand research to all problems 
related with women's liberation. 


But Pope Paul reserved all 


final decisions to himself. 


Pope Paul drew criticism 


from liberals when he allowed 
laymen to be installed by 
bishops as lectors, or Bible 
readers, and acolytes, or altar 
assistants, but barred women. 


The new commission might 


open the way for more drastic 
changes. One of its members is a 
French theologian, the Rev. 
Marie-Joseph le Guillou, who 
has been studying the doctrinal 
problems of admitting women as 
deacons — ene step short of 
priesthood 


Department's report, prices of 
farm products, processed foods 
and feeds on the wholesale level 
declined seven-tenths of one per 
cent in April following five con- 
secutive months of sharp gains.

On Wednesday Nixon ordered 


large companies to notify the 
government in advance if they 
intend to raise average prices by 
more than 1.5 per cent over the 
levels of Jan. 10. A demand for 
stronger action came from Sens. 
William Proxmire, D-Wis., and 
Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn. 


"It is the consumers who will 


foot the bill for this policy 
failure," Humphrey said. 


Wholesale price hikes usually 


move swiftly into retail prices, 
putting a further dent in the 
shopper's dollar 


The Labor Department's 


Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
the Wholesale Price Index rose 
at a seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 17 3 per cent over the 
past six months, biggest jump 
for any six-month period since 
1951. 


In the last six months, 


wholesale prices of farm 
products and processed foods in- 
creased at a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of 40.3 per cent and 
in the past three months 37 3 per 
cent 


The over-all price rise in 


prices pushed the Wholesale 
Price Index from 129.7 in March 
to 1307 last month, meaning 
that it cost wholesalers on the 
average S30 70 more for goods 
worth $100 in the 1967 base 
period This was 11 2 per cent 
above a year ago.

South Dakotan Innocent 
Of Killing Bad Heart Bull 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Justice Department was told by 
the Federal Elections Office 
Thursday President Nixon's 
campaign committee apparently 
broke the law by preparing and 
paying for an advertisement 
criticizing the editorial policy of 
the New York Times. 


The elections office, an arm of 


the General Accounting Office, 
referred the "apparent 
violation" to the attorney 
general "for further investiga- 
tion and action." 


In its report, Philip S. Hughes, 


director of the election office, 
said the GAO^has been told by 
Charles W. "Colson, former 
special counsel to the President, 
that he reviewed the advertise- 
ment himself and "probably 
made changes in it." 


The advertisement appeared 


May 17, 1972, in the New York 
Times as a rebuttal to an earlier 
Times editorial critical of Presi- 
dent Nixon's decision to mine 
Haiphong harbor. 


"Although paid for by the 


(Nixon) committee, the ad did 
not mention the committee nor 


list the names of its officials as 
required by federal law." the 
GAO said 


The GAO made this summary 


of its findings: 


—"We have found that the 


advertisement was initiated by 
officials of the committee for the 
re-election of the President. 


—"It was handled by the 


November Group which per- 
formed advertising agency ser- 
vices for the President's re- 
election campaign. 


— "A White House of- 


ficial—Charles 


Colson—reviewed the contents 
of the ad before publication. 


—"It was paid for from cash 


funds supplied by the finance 
committee to re-elect the 
President." 


—"The advertisement did not 


contain the name of either com- 
mittee or any officer of either 
committee. 


—"The 14 individuals whose 


names appeared in the advertise- 
ment were not responsible for its 
publication or distribution and 
they did not pay for the cost of 
producing it or publishing it." 


Sharpshooter Kills Again

soldier Thursday became the 
third victim in four days of a 
single sharpshooter in Lon- 
donderry. 


In Belfast two Catholic men, 


including a suspected officer of 
the Irish Republican Army 
(IRA), were found tarred and 
feathered and tied to a lamp 
post.

27, who left a widow and two 
children, died Thursday of 
wounds suffered when he was 
shot twice in the head by the

(hird soldier killed by what the 
army called an expert IRA 
marksman in Londonderry since 
Friday. A fourth soldier was 
killed by a sharpshooter in 
Belfast 


Police said the two Catholics 


were found tarred and feathered 
and bound to a post in a Belfast 
Catholic suburb. They said 
Catholic pedestrians strolled 
past the two tarred and 
feathered men, looking the other 
way. when a police patrol found 
them at noon Officers cut them 
loose and took them to a hospital 
for treatment 


Rapid City, S D. (AP) — A 


jury in Rapid City has acquitted 
28-year-old Darld Schmitz of 
Custer of second degree 
manslaughter in connection with 
the death of Wesley Bad Heart 
Bull of Hot Springs. 


The Custer County Circuit 


Court jury returned the innocent 
verdict after about 90 minutes of 
deliberation Wednesday. 


Schmitz was charged in con- 


nection with the Jan. 21 stabbing 
death of Bad Heart Bull, who 
died after a street brawl in Buf- 
falo Gap. 


Schmitz' attorneys said he

The many retoronces to Teapot Dome in 


the developing Watergate cast1 must contuse a new genera- 
tion Tho most striking parallel concerns the presidents in- 


v (iked Warren Harding denied he had any prior knowledge 
that his secielan oi interior. Albert B Fall, had been cor 
rupted hy oil barons Ham Sinclair and K L Doheny Presi- 
dent Nixon s original stance in the Watergate scandal was 
that no member ot his otticial family was imolved. 


At the height oi the Senate's and the Justice 


Department's imestigation into Teapot Dome, Harding is 
alleged to ha\e said to a friend, "This is a hell of a job. I can 
protect myself from my enemies. But it's my friends, my 
damned, damned friends who keep me pacing the floor 
at night." 


* 
The Teapot Dome case began to noil quietly on May 31. 


1921. when Secretary Fall, who had served with Harding in 
the Senate before being taken into the cabinet, persuaded his 
friend to sign an executive order transferring the administra- 
tion ot certain oil reserves earmarked for the Navy from the 
office of Secretary of Navy Kdwin Denny to the Interior 
Department. 


On April 7. 1922. Fall signed a secret agreement with 


Sinclair, owner of the Mammoth Oil Company 
permitting 


Mammoth to take any or all oil known to be what was called 
'Reserve .\o 3." later to be infamously known as Teapot 
Dome The tract was in Wyoming, as far from public view 
as, let's say the Watergate bugging team It was federal- 
owned land, and the only concern that had ever been 
expressed about it. was that private drillers might some day 
locate near it and tap its treasure - which was being 
counted upon to propel the Navy's men o' war 


But no private entrepreneur had shown any interest in 


tapping it until Sinclair bought the greedy secretary of in- 
terior with the incredibly prophetic name of Fall. 


Not content with his deal with Sinclair, Fall was soon in 


contact with Doheny and that millionaire's two producing 
companies. Pan American Petroleum and Transport Com- 
pany, and Pan American Petroleum. 
* 


Though he could havevswung the deals on his own mus- 


cle. Fall looked around for someone who could make the 
transactions appear more creditable. He found just the right 
man in Secretary of Navy Denby who willingly co-signed the 
necessary papers. Denby's subsequent (and successful) 
defense was that he never knew just what it was he was 
signing! 


As in the Watergate case, somebody blew a whistle. A 


Senate committee was informed that Fall and his family 
become noticeably affluent shortly after the leases had been 
given. Indeed the> were. Fall and his immediate kiniolk 


• were $200,000 richer overnight. 


Most of the Watergate payoffs were in $100 bills Fall 


was paid in World War 1 Liberty bonds, good as gold. In ad- 
dition to the stacks of bonds, there was an additional $100.- 
000 m cash which Fall would later testify was a "loan" from 
Doheny which he had been unable to repay 


* 
Fall's fall was total. On February 8. 1924, a joint resolu- 


tion passed 'by the Congress condemned his negotiations 
with Sinclair and Doheny as fraudulent and corrupt It called 
on Harding to cancel the leases and turn the guilty over to 
the courts. 


Doheny and Sinclair were acquitted of charges of 


bribery and criminal conspiracy. Fall went to jail, con- 
demned specifically for the $100,000 "loan." He served a 
year and a day. and died at a ripe old age in 1944. 


"Teapot Dome" remains a part of the American 


language and probably always will conjure up visions of cor- 
ruption in high government circles.

Radial Still At Issue 


The defeat of City Charter Amendment 2 by 


Lincoln voters Tuesday has been the subject of 
different interpretations, at least one of which is as 
fuzzy as the amendment was itself. 


As much as it was advertised by opponents of 


the Northeast Radial, led by the Coalition Against 
the Radial, as a sort of referendum on the radial, 
wo don't see it that way. 


It it was an expression of the desires of Lincoln 


voters to see the road constructed, then the radial 
was overwhelmingly endorsed, indeed. But should 
the vote burying Amendment 2 really be seen in 
that light'.' 


Wo think the majority of voters were thinking 


in larger terms A short-sighted but easy thing 
would have been to vote for the amendment — con- 
sidering its economically attractive feature of 
requiring a unanimous vote of the council or a 
majority vote of the electorate for projects costing 
$15 "million or more. 


But most voters, we think, saw past the 


tinseled feature, placed the radial in the back of 
their minds and voted the amendment 
down 


because it attacked principles of good city govern- 
ment and might have jeopardized the status of all 


major street projects in the future, not just the 
Northeast Radial.

City government would be wrong if it reads the 


voting results as a stamp of approval of city efforts 
to clear land for the $30 million freeway and pursue 
its construction. Present and former city govern- 
ment leaders asked the voters to look at the bigger 
picture and forget the radial when considering 
Amendment 2. They cannot now claim that the 
radial won in a referendum. 


There is plenty of opposition in the city to the 


radial and it will be heard and felt again and will 
have to be considered. The once-apparent solid 
base of support for the project has been shaken. 
Just because the opposition was voiced this time 
through an awkward, ill-conceived and confusing 
charter proposal doesn't mean that the opposition 
doesn't have legitimate arguments. 


The City Council prior to the election deferred 


any further action on the radial until an update of 
the Metropolitan Transportation Study is com- 
pleted in 1974. 


The radial will be an even bigger issue then 


than it is now. 


Clearly one of the most impor 


tant. and thus far relatively ig- 
nored, dilemmas facing the

It we are to believe what we 


read and hear, mostly in brief 
news items that will be dropped 
from news pages and broad- 
casts if another bit of Watergate 
scandal emerges, there's a good 
possibility we won't bo driving 
quite as far this summer as we 
might have hoped. 


That's because there won't 


be, for whatever reason, enough 
gasoline to go around. Apparent- 
ly there could be. if the oil com- 
panies switched to more gasoline 
and less fuel oil production, but 
such a switch might leave not a 
few homes and businesses 
without heating oil supplies next 
winter. 


That particular example is. in 


fact, somewhat illustrative of the 
kinds of problems we apparently 
face, at leijst until somebody 
somewhere figures out what to 
do about energy supplies. 


On the one hand, those of us 


who are hoping to make it at 
least to the Rockies for a bit of 
summer camping may have trou- 
ble finding open service stations 
all the way. 


And. on the other hand, if 


enough gasoline were produced 
to make us all happy the 
summer through, we might face 
a cold winter next vear.

Yet it's certainly there to bo 


exploited to greater levels and 
without the accompanying 
dangers, at least until wo reach 
tho time when we've carpeted so 
much of our deserts with solar 
discs that we begin to alter the 
nature of tho weather 


What is being done to research 


and develop the solar energy- 
sources is apparently something 
of a secret at tho moment. 


Perhaps it's there, but we hear

Presidents re-election cam- 
paign, a former cabinet officer,

Other 
political agents tried to sabotage 
the opposition's campaign, even 
its choice of a candidate The lit- 
tle wo know puts in question the 
honor of the entire 1972 election. 


It is a sordid record — and a 


menacing one. tor running 
through it is tho authoritarian 
mind. What begins with that 
spirit in politics, in rigging elec- 
tions, goes on to police agents 
terrorizing innocent families in 
some small town in Illinois The 
danger of official lawlessness is 
tyranny. 


Tho explosion of the 


Watergate scandal has saved 
America from the immediate 
threat of centralized presidential 
power Richard Nixon is in no 
position now to threaten the 
courts or the press, or even to 
demand blind loyalty from his 
subordinates Indeed the men of 
character in his government will 
be in tho extraordinary position 
of being able to rnako the Presi- 
dent accept them on their terms. 
He will need them more than 
they him. 


What threatens America now 


is an enfeebled presidency. At 
best Nixon will be asking the 
world to believe that the men he 
chose as his closest associates 
committed evil without his 
knowing it. And it may be much 
worse: The doubts may come 


ever closer to him. The authority 
of the president, which is to say 
the authority of the United 
States, will be gravely damaged. 


If Richard Nixon were capable 


of redeeming vision or self- 
perception, the prospect would 
be less painful. But he is not. He 
is a man who can obstruct elec- 
tion campaign reform and then 
ask the public to join him in a 
great reform effort He is a man 
who can speak of the Christmas 
bombing of Vietnam as "my 
terrible personal ordeal " He is a 
man without shame. 


The appalling dilemma facing 


this country is how to live for 
nearly four years with a 
wounded presidency Some peo- 
ple argue for what amounts to a 
conspiracy of silence. We must 
close our eyes to what has 
happened, they say, and let 
government continue—almost as 
it was allowed to continue after 
Woodrow Wilson's illness. 


The alternative is forbidding. 


No president has ever been 
forced from office; even a 
serious attempt would put awful 
strains on the system. But can 
this country stop short of the 
truth, can it live a pretense, and 
be once again the hope of the 
world?

Tribute To Be Paid To Humboldt's Dr. Heim

Humboldt — For a man who 


had planned to be a medical mis- 
sionary to China. Dr. Harlan S. 
Heim didn't get very far—about 
eight miles. 


The Dawson native, dis- 


couraged by war in China, 
decided instead to try a country 
practice just down the road. It 
turned out to be a lifetime 
detour. 


What his 40 years here have 


meant to this community will be 
wrapped in two days of tribute 
this week end" and presented to 
the beloved oldster. An ordianed 
minister as well as a physician, 
he has served in both those roles 
and then some. 


Preaches, Sings 


Nearly as renowned for his 


music as his two professions. Dr. 
Heim has many times preached 
the funeral of a former patient 
and then added a tenor solo. He 
has sung at hundreds of funerals, 
weddings and community 
programs. 


"Before coming to Humboldt I 


was what they called a full- 
service missionary in Appalachia 
tor ?'z years," recalled the doc- 
tor, 75. "So I've always kidded 
folks that I could deliver 'em, 
dot-tor 'em, marry 'em and bury 
"em." 


Forced to a wheel chair by a 


vascular leg condition. Dr. Heim 
retired in late March: and is 
being treated in Humboldt's 
Community Memorial Hospital. 
His leadership in building that 
structure is one reason its board 
of directors, along with the 
Chamber-of Commerce, is spon- 
soring the week end salute. 


Recognition Dinner 


The recognition begins with a 


Saturday night dinner at United 
Methodist Church, where Doc's 
40 years of directing the choir 
will be among the service cited. 
Sunday afternoon an open house 
reception will be held in the 
latest town improvement in 
which he had a part, a new $90.- 
000 clinic adjacent to the 
hospital. 


Dr. Heim had hoped to occupy 


one of its'tour offices himself. 


along with his colleague of 33 
years. Dr. Alfred Stappenbeck. 
When illness intervened." he 
began talking more urgently 
than ever about "the need for a 
young fellow to help serve this 
wonderful community." 


"He could be a big man here, 


knowing everybody and having 
everybody know him, really 
being a part of things," he said 
through a trademark white 
mustache. "And he wouldn't 
even have to send out bills if he 
didn't want to." 


j 


That chuckling reference'was 


to his own unique collection 
system, well known even beyond 
Richardson County. His four 
generations of patients have 
never seen a bill "unless they 
stopped me on the street and 
asked for one." 


"People have always stopped 


by the office and paid on their 
own. so why bother with all that 
billing?" he remarked. 


The town's only physician 


during his first seven years here. 
Dr. Heim converted a local man- 
sion into the Humboldt Hospital 


in 1940 and brought in Dr. 
Stappenbeck from nearby Brock. 
They were so rushed that they 
added a separate facility for 
maternity cases nine years later. 
f 
New Hospital 


Both buildings closed when 


the proud 35-bed hospital 
"opened in 1967. Then came a 68- 
bed city-owned nursing home 
which was also part of the two 
doctors' doings. 


A graduate of prestigious 


Cornell Medical School, Dr. 
Heim had come to Humboldt in 
1933 after helping establish a 12- 
bed mission hospital at Beverly, 
Kentucky. The first doctor in 
that impoverished back country, 
he had spent much of his 7'2 
years "riding mule-back from 
one hilly farm to another." 


"It was nothing there to find 


families with 15 kids, so I got a 
good start toward the 2.987 
babies I have delivered 
altogether," he reflected. "With 
the pill and all this over- 
population talk, that business 
sure has slowed down. Last year 
Dr. Stappenbeck and I together 
made only 39 deliveries." 


Ordained 
by the 
old 


Evangelical Church. Dr. Heim at 
first intended to be a pastor but 
decided to attend medical school 
"to enlarge my ministry." His 
late wife. Golda, also a Dawson 
native, had encouraged him to 
prepare for China until fighting 
ravaged the country. 


Three Children 


Returning home to share in 


their father's recognition will be 
his three children: Daughter Bet- 
ty followed his profession and is 
a medical technician 
at 


Espanola, N.M. Robert is 
working on a Ph.D. in English at 
the University of Chicago. Don- 
na, of Iowa City, Iowa, is 
married to attorney Lloyd 
Epley. 


A World War I veteran; Df. 


Heim has been active in 
American Legion and has served 
as local commander. He has also 
been a leader in Rotary and 
Masonic activities. 


He has averaged close to a ser- 


mon per month filling area 
pulpits on a substitute basis. 
That's the closest he'd had to a 
hobby, claim his fellow 
townsmen. 


Currently a board member of 


both the hospital and nursing 
home, the doctor is described by 
dual administrator John Fischer 
as "one of our most enthusiastic 
supporters." He also termed him 
"one of the most dedicated men 
I've ever met." 


Even in recent weeks. Doc 


was still responding to night 
calls, noted veteran registered 
nurse Mrs. Opal Herr. The doc- 
tor had started her in her career 
in 1940, performed her marriage 
ceremony, delivered her two 
children and "then sang at my 
daughter's wedding." 


Unless another man is located 


soon for his replacement. Dr. 
Heim hopes to get in just a few 
more medical licks. To help in- 
augurate the new clinic, he and 
Dr. Stappenbeck have been plan- 
ning a free round of im- 
munizations for the com- 
munity's youngsters. 


"That's something I can still 


help with if they'll let me." he 
beamed. "Only thing is I'll have 
to do it from this wheel chair."

Keith County was organized 


on May 3. 1873. and at the time 
included what is now Perkins 
County. 


The 
first 
p e r m a n e n t 


settlements 
in the county's 


territory were made in 1867 as 
the Union Pacific Railroad was 
constructed. 


Ogallala. the county seat, was 


the western terminal of the 
Union Pacific Railroad between 
1875 and 1885 and became 
Known as the''End of the Old 
Texas Trail." 


For several months of the year 


it was said to be the liveliest 
town along the railroad. 


The Overland Trail was the 


first path made through the 
county and ran along the south 
side of the South Platte River to 
near Brule. Then it turned 
northwest to Ash Hollow. 


Another important trail was 


made through the county in 1847 
by the Mormons who pulled 


their two-wheeled carts along 
the north bank of the North 
Platte River. 


And from April 3,1860. to Oct. 


24.1861. the Pony Express set up 
three stations at Alkali Lake. 
Sand Hill and Diamond Springs 
in the county area- 


There is some debate as to 


how the county got its name. 
Some say it was named after M. 
C. Keith of North Platte. grand- 
father of Nebraska Gov. Keith 
Neville. Others say it was named 
after John Keith of North Platte 
or Scott Keith, the first Keith 
County judge.

Report Recommends 
U.S. Energy Index 


The development of a national 


energy index — comparable to 
Dow-Jones — to help the public- 
evaluate changes, trends and the 
overall situation at any given 
point was among the recommen- 
dations made in a position state- 
ment emerging from a recent 
conference on agriculture and 
the energy crisis. 


The conference, held April 10- 


11 at the Nebraska Center for 
Continuing Education, attracted 
80 people 
from 27 states 


representing state government, 
federal agencies, news media, 
agriculture, research and in- 
dustry. 


The purpose of the conference 


was to separate fact from fancy 
regarding agricultural materials 
as a source of energy. 


Among other recommen- 


dations made by conference par- 
ticipants was encouraging con- 
servation, increased exploration 
and development of physical 
facilities for oil and gas through 
research, grants, cost-sharing, 
tax incentives and pricing policy. 
Consideration of the plight of in- 
dependent refiners and realistic 
environmental 
requirements 


must also be taken into account, 
according to the statement. 


The group also called for the 


creation of a federal energy 
authority to assess energy needs, 
develop long-range policy and 
monitor usage, allocating 
supplies if necessary. 


It was also suggested that 


comprehensive long-range and 
imaginative public education ' 
programs be developed 
to 


eliminate the credibility gap. 
Such a program might include 
local community seminars, 
prohibiting the use of power 


lawn-mowers for 60 days, 
eliminating the use of power 
pleasure boats and advocating 
conservation weekends. 


Other recommendations 


proposed in the statement in- 
clude: 


— expanded research 
on 


utilization 
of agricultural 


materials and organic waste and 
on geothermai. solar, wind and 
other possible sources of energy. 


—organizations treat the sub- 


ject of energy in meetings and 
publications, especially farm 
organizations. 


—mass media assume a major 


role in objective dissemination 
of information on the energy 
situation.

Mrs. Stehlik said Thursday, "and 
the increase in living costs and 


production costs resulting from 
inflation are bad for all of us." 


Mrs. Stehlik said boycotts ac- 


tually hurt both sides since they 
disrupt the market system and in 
the long run will actually in- 
crease proces. Certainly, she 
said, boycotts do nothing to 
solve the basic problem of infla- 
tion. 


She urged farm women 


throughout the state to visit with 
their urban friends and relatives 
concerning their m u t u a l 
problems. She said she has found 
that in too many cases, personal 
values and subjects which have 
been injected into the price dis- 
cussions have been divisise and 
have contributed more of an air 
of confrontation than understan- 
ding.

He said that every American 


should be concerned, about the 
Watergate affair because it "in- 
volves the credibility of the ad- 
ministration." He pointed out.

the Watergate affair "simply did 
not maintain their personal in- 
tegrity."

may be moved to other regions. 


The Omaha region takes in 10 


states. Some of the 10 states 
would be switched to a proposed 
region with headquarters in 
Denver, Colo. 


Kansas City. Mo., would be 


w i t h i n a region covering 
Nebraska. But. Volz said. "I 
have every reason to believe that 
the Omaha office wouldn't be 
relocated in Kansas City because 
of the guidelines."

A 
suit overcall of a notrump 
always implies good dis- 
tribution and reasonable safety 
It invites partner to go forward 
towards game, despite opener's 
known high-card strength. 


4. Double. The choice lies 


between two hearts and double, 
and there are two telling factors 
in favor of the double. First, you 
have the advantage of the 
opening lead if partner passes. 
Second, if partner responds in a 
minor, you can still bid two 
hearts. 


5. Pass. Again the 
safety- 


principle applies, as in the first 
hand A double could evoke a 
two heart response from part- 
ner and a king-size headache

It is sometimes best to pass as 


a matter of prudence, even 
though inaction may result in 
missing the best contract. So, 
while it is right to feel that a

Into the jaws of a guber- 


natorial veto the 
Legislature 


Thursday sent a bill diluting the 
governor's control over the 
Department of Administrative 
Services. 


The measure. LB452, was 


passed on a 27-14 vote. 


It will need 30 supporting 


votes to escape the veto of Gov. 
.1. James Exon. 


Sponsored by Sen. Richard 


Marvel of Hastings and his Ap- 
propriations Committee, the bill 
would remove data processing 
from DAS and place it under the 
control of a five-member 
Governmental Services Commis- 


The commission would be 


composed of five elected con- 
stitutional officers namely the 
governor, the attorney general, 
the auditor, the treasurer and 


the secretary of state. 
Limits Choice 


That commission would also 


be empowered to limit the 
governor's choice of DAS direc- 
tor, selecting three nominees for 
the governor to consider. He 
would then choose from that list. 


A new director would be ap- 


pointed on the operative date of 
the act—apparently three calen- 
dar months after the 1973 session 
adjourns—to serve for a term 
expiring on July 1, 9177 


Gus Lieske is the current DAS 


director, and his deteriorating 
relations with Marvel and some 
other 
members 
of 
the 


Legislature apparently was one 
factor leading to LB452. 


Marvel, who led the way in 


originally establishing DAS as a 
centralized accounting, data 
processing and budgeting divi- 
sion of state government, has 
said the department has not 
functioned as intended, par- 


ticularly in sharing its informa- 
tion with the Legislature. 


Exon has vowed to veto the 


bill if it were enacted, and ap- 
parently is prepared to take the 
issue to court if the measure sur- 
vives a veto. 


At stake, he has said, is guber- 


natorial authority to perform his 
duties as chief executive officer 
of state government. 


Partisan politics also reared 


its head in floor debate over the 
bill. 


The commisision created by 


Lb452 would be composed of 
four Republican office holders 
and the Democratic governor 
Past Precedent 


Past precedent indicates that 


Republicans would regularly 
control a majority of t e commis- 
sion. 


(The bill does provide that not 


more than two of the three 
nominees for DAS director could 
be members of the same 
political party.) 


Mileage Allowance Hike Approved 


By The Associated Press 
Several 
bills 
indirectly 


recognizing the effects of infla- 
tion and the increased cost of 
living were among those passed 
on final reading in the legislature 
Thursday. 


Given 42-0 approval and sent 


to the governor was Lincoln Sen. 
Roland Luedtke's LB338, which 
increases from 10 to 12 cents per 
mile the allowance to state and 
county employes for use of their 


own automobiles on government 
business. 


Approved 44-0 was Omaha 


Sen. Richard Fellman's LB333, 
which increases from $60 to $68 
per week the maximum weekly 
payments to jobless workers re- 
ceiving 
unemployment com- 


pensation. 


A schedule of sick leave 


allowances for state employes is 


provided by LB340, sponsored 
by Sen -Orval Keyes of 
Springfield and passed 43-0. 
During the first five years of 
employment, the employe is 
allowed eight work hours of sick 
leave per calendar month, or 96 
hours per year. The allowance 
increases until after 19 years, the 
employe is entitled to 232 hours 
of sick leave year. Sick leave 
may be accumulated up to a 
limit of 1.440 hours. 


The commission would ap- 


point a new data processing ad- 
ministrator for a term expiring 
Jyly 1, 1977. Both the ad- 
ministrator and DAS director 
would subsequently serve four- 
year terms. 


As written. Lb452 contained 


the emergency clause which 
would have allowed it to take 
immediate effect. With that in 
mind, the bill was designed to 
become operative on July 1. 


In and effort to smoke out the 


33 votes required to approve the 
bill with the emergency clause, a 
roll call vote was requested by 
Sen. Shirley Marsh of Lincoln 
after only 27 affirmative votes 
were recorded on the legislative 
board. 


The roll call ended in a 27-14 


vote. 


Thereafter, the bill was for- 


mally enacted without the 
emergency clause on a 27-14 
count. 


The votes against enactment 


were cast by seven Democrats 
and seven Republicans.

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Access To School Files Bill OKd 


By The Associated Press 


The school teachers whose 


personnel file contains adverse 
information will have access to 
the file and a chance to append a 
rebuttal statement under a bill 
passed .by the legislature and 
sent to the jovernor Thursday. 


A 26-2 approving vote was ac- 


corded the measure, LB370, 
sponsored by Sen. Ernest 
Chambers of Omaha. 


Twenty-one senators ab- 


stained or were not recorded. 


The bill assures that any 


teacher, administrator or full- 
time employe of a public school 
district shall have access to his 
own personnel file, excluding 


letters of recommendation so- 
licited by the employer. No oth- 
er persons except school offi- 
cials shall have access to the 
files, nor may contents of the 
files be divulged to unauth- 
orized persons. 


Further, any public .school 


pupil or his parents, guardians, 
teachers, counselors or school 
administrators shall have access 
to the school's files on the pupil. 
The pupil files must be 
separated as to academic and 
disciplinary matters, and all dis- 
ciplinary material must be 
destroyed upon graduation or 
after three years of continuous 
absence from school, and after 


authorization by the state 
records board. 


The bill requires schools to 


adopt and publish an official 
policy based on the new law. 


The 26 approving votes were 


just one more than the min- 
imum required. The "no" votes 
were cast by Sens. James Dick- 
inson of rural Omaha and Otho 
Kime of Valentine.

Gov. J. J. Exon Thursday kept 


his promise and quickly vetoed a 
bill passed by the Legislature 
designed to strip some of the 
authority for running state 
government from the governor's 
office. 


The bill, LB452, had been 


passed by a 27-14 vote earlier in 
the day on final reading, heading 
for a veto Exon had promised 
weeks ago. (See story on Page 
15.) 


Hours later, the veto came 


back with a comment that Exon 


said "no long, detailed message 
in mis regard is necessary 
because his objections were 
well-known. 


Sen. Richard Marvel of 


Hastings, chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee which 
sponsored the bill, said no veto 
override attempt would be made 
until next week. Such a move 
would require 30 votes to be 
successful, three more than the 
bill received Thursday 


The bill revamps the state 


Department of Administrative 
(DAS) the main administrative 


agency of state government 
which oversees and controls 
spending by all other agencies. 


"This measure is a serious 


attempt at legislative invasion of 
the executive and erosion of the 
traditional separation of 
powers." said Exon in his veto 
letter. 


"It seeks to impair if not 


emasculate the ability and the 
effectiveness of the governor to 
exercise his constitutional duties 
as chief executive in ad- 
ministering and controlling state 
government and the monitoring 
of expenditures as appropriated 
bv vour honorable body." 


Exon Asks Legislature 
To OK 3 Spending Bills 


By The Associated Press 


Gov. J. James Exon Thursday 


asked the Legislature to pass 
three spending bills and said 
they would not harm chances for 
a tax cut, but balky senators in- 
dicated the measures might not 
find smooth sailing. 


The request for introduction 


of the bills was made by Exon to 
Sen. Richard Proud of Omaha, 
the speaker. 


The constitution requires the 


speaker to introduce the gover- 
nor's budget bill, but Proud said 
he wasn't sure whether he had to 
sponsor the trio of bills wanted 
by Exon. 


However, after a ruling from 


Atty Gen Clarence A H Meyer 
that the constitution directs the 
speaker to sign the bills. Proud 
agreed to have them introduced. 


Exon last week signed his 


mainline operational budget bill. 
LB259, after swift passage of the 
measure by the Unicameral' 
following an Exon promise to 
cut taxes next year if the 
measure was not enlarged 
beyond his recommendations. 


The three bills wanted by 


Exon would amend amounts ap- 
propriated in LB259, to permit 
the State Health Department to 
spend money from cash funds in- 
stead of general funds, and make 
$3.6 million worth of deficit ap- 
propriations for the current 
fiscal year, including needed 
funds to county court systems. 


"All of the items are part of 


my budget 
recommendations 


and were taken into considera- 
tion when I advised you of in- 
creased revenue and my outlines 
for possible tax 
reductions," 


Exon said in a letter to Proud 


Sen. George Syas of Omaha 


suggested that the bills be given 
quick public hearing before the 
budget committee, rather than 
waiting the usual five days for a 
hearing 


But that drew an objection 


from Sen. Terry Carpenter, who 
said the normal course of action 
should be followed and five days 
should elapse before any public 
hearing. 


The three bills covered sub- 


jects Exon told Carpenter were 
not necessary for the operation 
of state government. Carpenter 
told his colleagues.

Judge Bryant said the 
organization's certification re- 
quirement "is analagous to the 
requirement of licensing. The 
regulations here are reason- 
able." Bryant said. 


The judge scolded the spon-

"Through no fault of their 


own. electric utilities have been 
a major factor in contributing to 
our shortages of petroleum and 
natural gas." Thone com- 
mented. "Air pollution controls 
have forced electric generating 
plants to stop burning high sul- 
phur coal. There isn't enough 
low sulphur coal being produced 
in the nation to supply utilities. 
There-lore, electric generating 
plants are buying natural gas on 
an interruptiblo basis. When 
they are cut oft gas, the utilities 
switch to tuel oil. 


"Oil produced from cattle 


manure would be a good source 
tor providing energy tor utilities 
in areas where cattle feeding is 
concentrated."
